A Public School In Germany. ' 


It was 8 o'clock, and school was about 


to begin. At''a signal froin the teacher 
the boys aiose.iu their places, and with 
bowed heads stood in reverential silence 
while one of their number recited a 
short prayer.

The walls and ceiling of the room 
were of a soft brown color slightly tinged 
with green, while the benches and desks,- 
including that of the teacher, 'v/ere 
stained a darker brown, excepting the 
tops (of the desks, which were painted a 
dull black. There were windows on only 
one Hide of the room, and the seats were 
so arranged that the rays of" light fell 
upon the 'pupils' books over the left 
shoulder. There was only one black- 
board in the'room, and that was a small 
wooden one which was placed behind 
the teacher's desk and was accessible 
only to'1 a .person standing upon the 
teacher's platform. Crayon marks upon 
the blackboard were removed by means 
of a moist sponge, never with a dry 
eraser. In many of the schoolrooms 
which I subsequently visited there wero 
a few good pictures to be seen, and the 
tint of the walls varied 'somewhat, but 
in all essential features that first school- 
room was typical of all that I saw after- 
ward.—-Educational Keview.

Passing on through tho 
residence district, the wind demon 
rushed into the open country, where it 
spent itself, leaving its trail of wreck 
and ruin most complete. Houses 
rested on their tops, the streets were 
piled high with debris, 
overturned 


stoves started fires and the unhamp- 
ered fire began ita part in the work of 
destruction. 


A deluge came which was probably 


the saving of the town, for in many 
spots it quenched the fires and stemmed 
the conflagrations that 
Chandler's 


citizens could never have hoped to 
stay. 
The uninjured and able-bodied 


found themselves, from fright and con- 
fusion well nigh as helpless to render 
aid as their more unfortunate neigh- 
bors.

A TARIFF ON IIIDJiS. 


Several members of Congress from 
he Western "States and Texas offered 
in amendment to the Dingley bill 
placing a tariff on hides. The advo- 
sates of the bill, nearly all of whom 
tre working in the interest of Eastern 
Manufacturers, opposed the amend- 
ment and as they are in the majority 
10 action was taken. 


It is remarkable, if anything that 


Eastern members do conld create sur- 
prise, that hides should be placed on 
;he free list, by men who claim that 
the Dingley tariff bill is a protective as 
well aa a revenue measure. Not an ar- 
gument can be advanced in favor of a 
tariff on wool that does not apply with 
aqnal force to hides. 
We do not pro 


iaoe enough hides or wool to supply 
the home market. 
Every farmer as 


well as cattle-raiser in 
the 
West 


would derive more or less benefit from 
t tariff on hides, but that would, inter- 
fere with the shoemakers of 
New 


England and Philadelphia and their in 
terests must be protected regardless o 
consequences to the West.

adopted the amendment to the tariff 
bill by Gros'venor, making the rate ou 
dates and currants 2 cents a pound. 


The tariff debate was closed by Mc- 


Millan of Tennessee for the Democrats. 

Dingley of 
Maine closed for the Eepnblioans. • 


. An amendment to have the tariff bill 
go into effect April 1st was adopted by 
a vote of 201 to 150, six voting " pres- 
ent," 


A motion to recommit the bill to the 


Ways and Means Committee, with in- 
structions to report it back with all 
goods controlled by trusts on the free 
list was lost, ayes 148; noes 196. 


A motion to recommit with instruc- 


ions to incorporate on amendment re- 
moving the duty on articles controlled 
>y trusts was lost by a vote of 148 to 
196. 


The tariff bill passed by a vote of 205 


to 121. There were twenty-one present 
not voting. 


Before the result WHS announced the 


Speaker had his name called and voted 
aye amid applause. His official an- 
nouncement of the vote was greeted 
with applause-.by1 the Bepnblicans. 
?ive Democrats voted for the bill— 
Davey, Meyer, Bronssar, Slayden and 
Sieberg. Howard' (Pop.) of Alabama 
also voted for tho bill. The most, of 
;he Populists and. all the Silverites re- 
fused to vote. The .Republicans voted 
solidly for the bill. 


The House adjourned until Saturday. 
In the Senate the Hoar amendment 


to the arbitration treaty was adopted 
by ati overwhelming vote, it being 
about five to one. 


The Ohilton amendment was laid on 


the table. 


An amendment by Morgan to the 


arbitration treaty, providing all dis- 
putes subject to the treaty shall be 
settled by diplomatic negotiations in- 
stead of by conventions, was defeated. 


The Senate adopted the amendment 


offered ty Senator Foraker, which pro- 
vides for a separate ' tribunal for each 
case which may arise under the treaty. 
The tribunal cannot be continuous.

When 
he awoke, he exclaimed in an angry 
voice "What Is this? O Hercules, will 
not some one come with a sponge and 
wipe my face, w'hich is thus polluted 
with a lot of dirt'" 


At the Syrian banquets it was usuai 


for the slaves to come in with bladdfw 
full of Babylonian perfumes and bedew 
the garlands ami v.'alls and hangings 
and fill tl«« sails with delicious fra- 
giance. In some of the more modern 
feasts statues, and ornaments were pro 
videdwirh Jets which threw out diluted 
ess^es and attars — London Society.
